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In response to the Restriction Requirement mailed September 30, 2002, Applicant/elect, 
with traverse, Group I (claims 1-19 and 33). 

Applicants also make the following selections in response to the species election 
requirement, para. 6 of the Restriction Requirement. 

1) CDR sequences 

a. Light chain CDR's SEQ ID NO'S: 36, 43 and 50 

b. Heavy chain CDR's SEQ ID NO'S: 18, 25 and 32 

2) Spacer sequences (framework region sequences) 

a. Light chain Spacer SEQ ID NO'S: 84, 91, 98 and 105 

b. Heavy chain Spacer SEQ ID NO'S: 60, 65, 72 and 77 

3) Light Variable Chain AA Sequence SEQ ID NO: 4 

4) Heavy Variable Chain AA Sequence SEQ ID NO: 1 1 

These selections are based upon the Fab designated as B2 in Figs 2 and 3. The light variable 
chain sequence is for B2. Note, however, that B2 and A4 have identical light variable chain 
sequences. The heavy variable chain sequence is for B4 alone. The light CDR and Spacer 
sequences correspond to those of B2/A4 (identical). The heavy chain CDR and Spacer 
sequences correspond to those of B2 alone. The bar graph of Fig 2 shows the specific 
immunoreactivities of B2 and A4 among others. 

Applicants reserve the right to file divisional applications directed to the subject matter of 
the non-elected groups. Such divisional applications shall enjoy all the rights and benefits of 35 
use §121. 

Applicants also list the claims, which read on the elected species. These include all 
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claims of group L
